The Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday sup¬ 
ported the Planning Commission decision and voted 
unanimously to deny the appeal originated by Hugh 
Warden and William Sullivan concerning their prop¬ 
erty at 450N. Baldwin. 

Thirty-five variances in city code would have 
been necesary to enable them to construct the 
open parking lot at the apartment located at the 
Baldwin address, as requested by Warden and 
Sullivan. 

Howard Miller, the neighbor who has opposed 
the open parking lot, designed a carport plan that 
would hold 12 cars and still allow egress with four 
more cars, making it possible for the 13-unit apart¬ 
ment house to comply with one parking area for 
each apartment. 

Miller also told the council that since 1979, 
four different Planning Commissions have refused 
the open parking lot, declaring the area a public 
nuisance. He cautioned council members that over¬

More than 
1700 IMSA-licensed race drivers from a dozen 
countries bring more than 2200 starting cars to the 
grids, representing millions ol dollars of individual 
and corporate investment. The ages of the drivers 
are between 18 and 49. Manuelli is 42 years old. 

Manuelli would very much like to attract a 
bie-monied sponsor. But then what race car driver 
wouldn’t? Auto racing is said to be for beer 
companies since the sport attracts a predominately 
male audience between the ages ot 18 and 36, 
the prime beer market. 

Many drivers are covered with patches denoting 
their sponsors and those sponsors feel that tlie 
money spent toward the sport translates into enough 
dollars for their firms. 

Drivers don’t just buy a car and enter ,m 
event. They must attend an approved driver school 
before racing where they teach defensive driving. 

“It’s a lot safer out there than on the Irce- 
vvay,” Manuelli says. “You pretty much know what 
they’re going to do on the track."

California needs 
to pass ‘bottie bill’ 

We would like to congratulate the 
California Medical Association for en¬ 
dorsing the California beverage container 
deposit law, known as the “bottle bill.” 

If AB 2020 passes, California will join 
Oregon, New York and seven other states 
in requiring that beer and soft drink con¬ 
tainers be returnable for a nickel deposit. 

According to reports circulated by 
those who are for the bill, in a most 
recent study done on litter-related ac 
cidents, conducted in 1976, 250,000 Ca- 
liiornians were injured by littered con¬ 
tainers. More than 102,000 were hos¬ 
pitalized. There have been no reports of 
health hazards such as insects invading 
container storage areas by the nine states 
with deposit laws. 

A 20-year anti-litter campaign has 
been waged by beverage container manu¬ 
facturers. According to a 1982 report by 
the California Waste Management Board, 
beer and soft drink empties still represent 
almost 40% of the items littered in 
California. 

In Michigan, one of the states that has 
passed the law, accident reports are down 
75% and lacerations caused by broken 
glass have been practically eliminated, 
says William Start, a Michigan Parks and 
Recreation official. 

Beverage container litter is down an 
average of 80% in all nine bottle bill 
states, according to litter counts by state 
highway and environmental departments. 
That, of course, translates into lower hos¬ 
pital bills for state residents. 

Other states to have passed the law 
are Oregon, Vermont, Michigan, Maine, 
Iowa, Connecticut, Massachusetts, Dela¬ 
ware and New York. 

More die for DUI 

California traffic deaths moved 9.4% 
higher last year, reaching 4999, final High¬ 
way Patrol statistical compilations for 
1984 showed this week. 

CHP figures reveal that deaths occur¬ 
ring in alcohol-related accidents rose 
9.3%; motorcyclist deaths climbed 28%; 
truck-at-fault fatal accidents went up 
15.4%. 

Bicycle deaths were down 17.5% 
and moped injuries were down 8.8%. 

A total of 309,352 people were in¬ 
jured last year, the highest number since 
1978, when the count was 312,620. Per¬ 
sons injured in alcohol-related accidents 
rose 1.4% to 67,835. 

Drunk driving arrests topped 150,000 
for the first time and services to motorists 
also increased. The 1,556,812 total was 
the highest in six years. CHP felony 
arrests numbered 11,352 last year.

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Tal Morash explains ‘Year of Oceans’ 


By Phyllis Chapman 

1985 is the “Year of the Oceans.” This 
pleases local resident Tal Morash. He says the 
designation, none too soon in coming, is a nation¬ 
al intent to make the public more aware of our 
oceans, often referred to as our “last natural 
resource.” 

Morash has been concerned and involved with 
this subject for several years. He is a professor at 
Cal State Northridge, presently teaching a course in 
Marine Recreation Management. Also, he is a mem¬ 
ber and committee chairman of the Marine Tech¬ 
nology Society, the leading international organiza¬ 
tion concerned with the exploration and utiliza¬ 
tion of our oceans. 

He has presented talks and technical papers 
about the subject on the West coast, in Washington, 
D.C., Taiwan and Hawaii. In the spring he will do 
so in Tokyo and is considering teaching a semes¬ 
ter in Japan, a country much advanced in ocean¬ 
ography. 

The world is 72% water. With that vast an 
area, it would seem calling this “the Earth” a 
real misnomer. Our weather, our very existence 
are controlled by this massive physical feature. But 
the ocean is quite vulnerable, and how well and 
wisely we deal with such a resource is vital to 
our future. 

Also, this is a time of increased ocean and 
coastline activity and the balancing act comes in 
juggling multiple-use that is often in conflict. A 
whole new industry here waits ready to pop loose 
and the need is great for special courses of train¬ 
ing and management. 

Cal State Northridge is a pioneer, the first 
university to offer courses in marine recreation 
management and administration. Everywhere rec¬ 


reational activity is on the increase. Even large 
industry backs recreational programs as a way to 
relieve stress and extend life among their em¬ 
ployees. The Navy, too, has a marine program to 
relieve stress on their personnel confined to sub¬ 
marines. 

Morash points out that underwater parks are 
being opened up all over the world. These are 
protected areas put aside as a nature trail for the 
scuba diver. California now has 12 up and down 
the coast with 16 more being planned. 

Japan has 160 national marine parks, the 
largest number established by any country. TV’s 
KCET recently featured a program about the under¬ 
water park at Truk Island in Micronesia where 
sunken ships from WWll have provided a habitat 
for marine life. These areas are well policed allow¬ 
ing the diver to enjoy, to research and to photo¬ 
graph, but nothing must be removed. If the rule is 
broken when the diver surfaces, he is stopped by 
someone with a badge and a fine is levied upon 
him. 

Hilton and Sheraton Hotel chains, take note. 
The ocean is the next playground. Already under¬ 
water hotels, known as “IJoatels,” are in existence. 
Down in the deep, they offer many amenities 
including TV, multiple rooms, meals brought down 
and served by someone known as a “mer per¬ 
son.” Maps and information are provided so when 
you leave the floatel for underwater exploration, 
you can find your way back, Morash says. 

Along with recreation, oceans contribute great¬ 
ly to the economic life of the world. Fish in our 
diet is gaining in popularity. The ocean floor also 
yields up a variety of metals, particularly man¬ 
ganese, used to harden steel. Morash says with 
new technology, the manganese can be mined with¬ 
out disturbing the ocean environment and without

adding to world polution. 

But there are problems in this world of water. 
The oceans cannot take dumping to become a 
contaminated sinkhole. Also, for example, why is 
the white coral dying out? Why, too, are whole 
areas of the coastline losing sand? 

So these are resources that must be managed 
and not just for the glory of private enterprise 
or the developer, Morash cautions. 

In this “Year of the Oceans,” Morash has 
hope. The course at Cal State Northridge is an 
important step. He is also encouraged by the accom¬ 
plishments of the Marine Technology Society, which 
is a real catalyst for what is taking place in 
marine science and technology, and provides a pool 
of information. We can all be encouraged by having 
someone like Tal Morash involved. 

So, make this the year you get in and get your 
feet wet. May we always be able to say “Come 
on in, the water’s fine!”

the Arcadia school soon after graduation. At the 
same time, she put her husband through law school. 

“Sierra Madre School has changed a lot of 
peoples’ lives,” Koon told The News. “In this 
type of school is where children learn that school 
is a wonderful place. It’s the last chance before 
formal school to prove to children that they can 
love to learn. All three are parent participation 
schools — Arcadia, Sierra Madre and Hastings 
Ranch — are among the oldest in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. They are also three of the most highly 
thought of co-ops. Lillian Burke has recently re¬ 
tired from Sierra Madre and her successor is just 
being announced this week.

Among the awards Koon has received arc the 
Director/Teacher Award of the Year from the Ca¬ 
lifornia Council, the Vera Kelliher Memorial Award 
and the Honorary Service Award, the last from 
Sierra Madre School PTA. 

The cooperative movement started in 1915 
I at the University of Chicago and continued at the 
University of California at Berkeley in 1929. There 
are now 260 cooperative schools in California. 

According to Koon, most schools are owned 
and run by parents who hire professionals to 
direct and teach their children. They also receive 
educational help, since they participate in the 
teaching of their children. 

“It is a wonderful way for children and their 
parents to learn to live and grow together,” Koon 
explained. “Wonderful sharing. Our parents always 
know what’s happening because they are there. It 
is a safe place for their children to be and they 
can be confident.” 

Koon was born and raised in New York and 
with her family moved to Arcadia in 1956. She 
received her degree in sociology from Cal State 
L.A. and after her marriage to Gene Koon, 
moved to San Francisco for awhile. However, in 
1972, they returned to Sierra Madre where they 
have lived since. 

She took her graduate work at Pacific Oaks 
College.

bottom of the channel, reinforcing the sides and 
floor in the U-shaped fashion, laying precast, then 
asphalt on top, elevating the bridge about 30 
inches. 

The bridge would be widened to 25 feet and 
both large oak trees would be saved and encircled 
with guardrails. 

Cost is estimated at about $135,000 to 
$140,000, 80% of which the Federal Highway Ad¬ 
ministration would fund. Sierra Madre would need 
to come up with the rest or about $25,000. 

Council members approved Resolution 85-9 
for the project and authorized the county agents 
to move forward. 

There will be a joint forum between Group 
W Cable TV and community residents at the next 
regular City Council meeting. May 14. This is the 
time when the public should address concerns about 
service and/or system performance.

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Ascension celebrates 100th, 
recalls interesting history

There is no record presently available as to the 
exact date, but a short time before 1886, a British 
merchant ship, “The City of Dublin,” sailing off 
the coast of Oregon, was wrecked during a violent 
storm at sea. 

Though many ol the crew were lost, the captain 
and some ol his men fought their way to shore 
through mountainous seas. When able to take stock 
of their grim situation, they discovered that a por¬ 
tion of the main mast had washed ashore and to 
it was still attached the ship’s bell. 

The story ol how that bell found its way to 
Sierra Madre’s Church of the Ascension and the 
ultimate founding of that church is a fascinating 
one and the account follows. 

In the spring ol 1885, a small group of residents 
of the newly-formed town of Sierra Madre met in 
the home ol Hannah Hawks and her daughter, 
Frances H. Hawks, to discuss the possibility of an 
Episcopal mission church being established here. 
Sierra Madre had been advertised in England as a 
wonderful health resort and many English had come 
to this area for the “cure” of lung ailments. Now 
they wished to have their own Church of England. 

The Hawks family, among the earliest settlers, 
were from Wisconsin, of English extraction and 
devout Episcopalians. A request for services submit¬ 
ted to Dean A. G. H. Iren, rector of the Church 
of Our Saviour, brought quick results, and on 
April 19, 1885, in a small frame schoolhouse on 
Live Oak Avenue, Dean I hew held the first Epis¬ 
copal service in Sierra Madre. 

Soon after, the church was formally recognized 
by Bishop William Kip of the Diocese of California 
as a mission of The Church of Our Saviour. 
(The Church of Our Saviour in San Gabriel, 
founded in 1868, was the first Episcopal Church 
in the San Gabriel Valley.) 

The small band, spurred on to great enthusiasm 
by the support of the established church, set about 
to develop a building fund. And with the donation 
by Frances Hawks of a half acre of land above 
Highland on North Baldwin, it was time to engage 
an architet to design the church. H. Ridgeway of 
Pasadena was ihe man chosen. 

On Feb. lO, 1886, less than a year from 
the first meeting, the new frame church building 
was completed and the first service held. 

On the day of consecration. May 6, 1886, 
Bishop Kip came from San Francisco to officiate 
in the ceremonies. 

The Church of the .Ascension, as it was 
named, was now the first established church in 
Sierra Madre. 

But how did the bell from a wrecked ship off 
the Oregon coast land in Sierr a Madre? 

The mission ehurch received gifts from Epis¬ 
copal churches in many parts of the country. 
And one gift of particular interest, sent from Chap¬ 
lain Kcndig of the Presidio of San Francisco aitd by 
way of Bishop Kip, was the bell from the good 
ship “City of Dublin.” Ihe little church had been 
provided with an English bell. 

How had the bell arrived in San Francisco? 
Let us return to our bedraggled captain and crew 
somewhere on the sands of the coast ol Oregon. 

Left to fortune, good m bad, (hey had been 
rescued from the shore where (hey had escaped 
from the sea, and had been given shelter and care 
by the officers and men of a U.S. Army mili¬ 
tary post a few miles front the scene ol the wreck. 
As a token of his appreciation and gratitude lor the 
kindness shown to him and his crew, the cap¬ 
tain presented his bell to the wile ol the post 
commander. 

When the troops were re-assigned to duty at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, (heir commander s wile 
gave the bell to Chaplain Kendig who had learned 
of the small mission church in Sierra Madre. 

What better use for it than to call out the 
time for services in the new little Irame cluuch? 

With the bell s idy in the church tolling out 
the services, anothci oi> unlolds. 

Never was the sayii'u “It is an ill wind that 
blows no good” more ilirectly appropriate than on 
October to 1887, only 20 numths from the date 



of the first service. 

On that night, during a wind storm of con¬ 
siderable ferocity, the sides of the little church 
gave ’way and the building collapsed. Only the altar, 
altar furnishings and the ship’s bell remained un¬ 
damaged. 

This disaster, though at first having dishearten¬ 
ing effects on the congregation, led to a new 
building fund subscribed to by the local church 
and contributed to most generously by churches 
throughout California, and in time, the present 
church, an architectural gem, was erected. 

The Church of the Ascension is now listed 
by the Los Angeles County Museum of Art as a 
structure of historical architectural significance, de¬ 
clared by the Sierra Madre Cultural Heritage Board 
as an historical landmark, and has been placed 
on the National Register of Historical Places by 
the U.S. Department of the Interior. 

It was on Sunday, November II, 1888, only 
a year and month after the destruction of the 
frame church, that the first service in the new 
church was held. Entire cost of the new church: 
$5()(K). 

The little ship’s bell, placed in the new belfry, 
rang out alone until Jan. I, 1899, when a new, 
larger bell with a deeper, more sonorous tone was 
presented and consecrated. 

It was a gift of the children and was named 
“Bethlehetn.” 

For a church to have as many honors as the 
Church of the Ascension, there must have been a 
remarkable architect responsible for its design. 
And so there was. 

Ernest Coxhead, the man commissioned to de¬ 
sign the Church of the Ascension, was born and 
educated in England and studied at the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. He arrived in Los 
Angeles in 1886, and opened his office at the age 
of 23. In 1890, he moved to San Francisco and 
became a well-known architect in the Bay Area. 

The Sierra Madre church is described as: 
“a charming rustic example of his eclectic design, 
basically in the character of a Norman English 
Country ehurch, mostly built in wood Craftsman 
vernacular of the Bay Area Tradition.” The Church 
of the Ascension, therefore, must be one of the 
earliest of his prototypical architecture, and the 
seeds of the Bay Area tradition traveled with him 
from Los Angeles to San Francisco.

The construction deserves mention since it, too, 
is unique. Much of the base and side walls of the 
church are native granitic rock, hauled as boulders 
with horse-drawn wagons along the dusty dirt 
roads of Sierra Madre from Little Santa Anita Wash 
by volunteers. The handsome granite altar and gra¬ 
nite baptismal font, the marble tablets incised with 
the Ten Commandments, Lord’s Prayer and 
Apostle’s Creed, and numerous stained glass win¬ 
dows, some of exquisite delicacy, were gifts of 
parishioners and friends. 

In 1889, Mrs. M. A. Webster granted to the 
church the additional land around the church, 
and this completed the present holdings. 

The building of the rectory, enlargement of the 
north transept, construction of a new organ cham¬ 
ber and addition of a choir and Sunday school 
room were added in the first years of the 20th 
century. In 1924, the Parish Hall adjoining the 
sanctuary was built. 

In I947, under the leadership of Rev. Harley 
Gibbs Smith, a parish school was opened for day 
students. In 1949, the Sisters of Saint Mary, a 
teaching order with headquarters in Racine, Wis¬ 
consin, were called to take over the school, and a 
school building was erected on the parish preniises 
in 1950. At the height of its enrollment, the 
school had 135 pupils. Due to many community 
and church changes, the school closed in 1975. 

In perhaps the largest expansion of the church 
proper, the rear of the sanctuary was enlarged in 
1951, extending the nave toward Baldwin Avenue, 
and the entrance was no longer the small “side” 
entrance on I-ast Laurel. 

In 1980 a new north window in the transept 
was installed as a memorial to Rev. Smith. There 
are now plans for the installation of a pipe organ, 
the original having been replaced by an electric 
organ in 1949. 

The Reverend Donald R. Behm, present rector 
of the Church of the Ascension, has inaugurated 
an Historical Commission of parishioners and 
friends to prepare for the centennial of the church 
this year when the bells will ring out in jubilation, 
and the small ship’s bell will celebrate a centennial 
(and more) of its own.
